First Semi-Posials 
From West Germany 


First issue of semi-postal 
stamps made by the newly creat- 
ed German Federal Republic oc- 
curred on December 14, when 
four stamps were released to pro- 
vide financial aid to needy per- 
sons. 

Printed from engraved plates 
on paper watermarked “D. P.” 
(Deutsche Post), the designs pic- 
ture persons noted for their ad- 
vancement of cultural projects 
or for their charity. 

Elizabeth of Thuringia, well 
known for her charitable work, 
appears on the 8 plus 2pfg. violet. 
Her picture on the stamp was 
adapted from a painting by Mor- 
itz von Schwind now hanging in 
the Wartburg in Thuringia. 

On the 10 plus 5pfg. green is 
a portrait of Paracelsus von Ho- 
henheim eminent doctor and 
chemist of the 16th century. Born 
in Maria-Einsiedeln, Switzerland 


Germany. His death occurred in 
1541 at Salzburg, Austria, his 
tomb is to be found in the Church 
of St. Sebastian there. 

F. W. Augustus Froebel ap- 
pears on the 20 plus 10pfg. red. It 
was Froebel who originated the 
“Kindergarten” (infant schools) 
while pursuing his life work of 
bettering educational standards 
and methods for the instruction 
of children. . 
The German Evangelical 
Church benefited from the efforts 
of J. H. Wichern (1808-1881). Wi- 
chern founded the “Inner Mis- 
sion” for the church. He also 
founded the Rauhes Haus in 
Hamburg. The stamp on which 
he appears is the 30 plus 15pfg. 
blue, highest denomination in the 
set. 

According to Philatelie Equat- 
or, P. O. Box 85, Hamburg 36, 
Germany, the quantity of the 
stamps on sale the first day were 
definitely limited and so first day 
covers are none too plentiful.

Weekly Bulletin” of the Canadian 
Post Office Department under 
date of December 10, the follow- 
ing: notice to postmasters of Can- 
ada was noted: , 

“The Department has decided 
that on and after the Ist January, 
1950, stamped post cards will no 
longer be sold for the face value 
of the postage stamp impression 
appearing on the cards alone. 
The selling price of post cards 
from the Ist January is to include 
both a charge for the post card 
and the value of the postage. 

“To give effect to this policy, 
Postmasters and Postage Stamp 
Depots, on the Ist January, 1950, 
are to revalue all post cards in 
stock. The value of stock is to 
be computed at the rate of 29c 
for each 25 one-cent post cards, 
65c for each 25 two-cent Reply 
Post Cards, and 79c for each 25 
three-cent post cards. 

“From Ist January, 1950, all 
post cards are to be requisitioned 
by Postmasters in quantities that 
are divisible by 25 and no requisi- 
tion to be for less than 25. All 
sales of post cards of the 1-cent 
and 2-cent denominations are to 
be in quantities that are divisible 
by 25.’

The Philatelic Museum should be the shrine of Philately and 
will unquestionably become just that, a site that every true col- 
lector will want to visit at some time. 

Get serious about your stamp collection, pick out some one 
special field, develop it, study it, search for information about 
it and get every last bit of fact and information that you can get 
on your chosen subject and work it up into your collection of that 
subject. You will find it the most fascinating thing you have ever 
done in your years of stamp collecting and you will profit by it in 
the joy and pleasure that it will give you.

The Amateur Philatelist

What is the proper way to collect 
coil stamps, whether in singles, 
pairs or how? 

Whether it be coil stamps or 
stamps from sheets, there is no 
way that is considered as or rec- 
ognized as a proper way to col- 
lect them. The way to collect 
any stamps is to collect them as 
you wish to collect them and that 
is the proper way. However 
there are many ways to collect 
any kind of stamps and it all de- 
pends on how thorough you want 
to be in the matter, 


Collecting coil stamps either 
used or unused in single copies 
is a proper way of collecting, but 
beyond that you can go much far- 
ther if you choose. For example 
some collect singles & plain pairs, 
others add the pair with a line be- 
tween the two stamps. Some col- 
lect in strips of four and some al- 
so collect the plate numbers that 
frequently show up on the edges 
of the coil stemps. 


Some collectors collect the strip 
of paper that is at the start of a 
coil a strip of two, three or four 
stamps attached to it. Some col- 
lect the final end of the coil with
